This will be fol¬ 
lowed up later wilh on effort to get 
other suites fo use conrlet labor In 
road building. There Is a general 
movement In nl>o'Wh conrlet labor In 
iluee of llie Industry where It Inter¬ 
feres with organised labor, but In no 
aohtlon of the country dues organized 
labor object to the use of con r lets In 
the building of goed roada.
